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III, REMARKS 

■ Present Application 

An information disclosure statement was submitted on October 30, 2003 in the parent 
Application Serial Number 09/928242, but crossed paths in the mail with the Notice of 
Allowance mailed on October 20, 2003 and not received until a month later for which Claims 1- 
9, 13, 14, 18, 19, 22-27, 36 and 37 have been allowed and the issue fee has been paid in the 
application. 

A preliminary amendment has been set forth above prior to examination of the 
continuation application for consideration of the enclosed Information Disclosure Statement. The 
requisite copies of these references have previously been sent to the Examiner's attention as 
pertaining to the co-pending Parent Application as well as to the co-pending Continuation-In- 
Part Patent Application Serial Number 10/200,107 (filed 08/10/2001). 

Claims 1-36 and 38-47 are now pending in this continuation application. Li the 
preliminary amendment set forth above, Claim 37 has been canceled without prejudice and 
replaced by newly added claim 47. In addition. Claims 1, 18, 19, 31, 36, and 39 have been 
amended in agreement with the allowed claims of the Parent Application 09/928,242. 

No new matter has been introduced with this amendment which is supported throughout 
the instant Specification, especially on pages 66, 73, and 74. 

Applicant respectfully asserts that all of the pending claims are patentable. 
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CONCLUDING REMARKS 

It is firmly believed that pending claims are allowable even in view of the 
presently sumitted prior art. Early notification of allowance is solicited.
